There are those who will feel that 
the revisers aic tampering with the 
greatest monument or English litera- 
tim.

ft must not be foigotten that theair 


thorUcd version has undergone consid- 
erable \eihal revision since it was 
lust i«ssieil.

have made comparisons.* The Homaii 
Catholic versions of tho Bible in Kng- 
lish, which lire circulated and read to 
an extent that would astonish the un- 
inlouned, me examples of the verbal 
revision of translation. Just as the. 
lUieims Tcstumcnt of H82 had a con 
siderable in'luence on the King James 
version of tlie New Testament, which 
appealed nearly 80 years later, so the 
original Doua^ translation has given 
way to a revision for Catholic reading 
uniforming in a great measure tq the 
authori/.ed vcislon though difTeiiug 
from both it and the Douay versioi 
in numerous passages. 


'1 Ms radical revision was made un- 


der the direction of Bishop Cualloner, 
in the middle of the 1Mb century. 
According to Cardinals Newnmn and 
Wiseman, it almost amounted to a 
new translation. In America about 
the middle of the 10th century, an 
independent revision of the I)ouay 
\ersioM, by Archbishop Kcnrick, was 
published and is much in use. The 
great objection of the Knglish Catho- 
lic bishops to the JJouny version was 
that, being a translation from the 
Vulgate, its English was mainly of 
Latin derivation, as against the domi- 
nant idiomatic Anglo-tjaxon of the 
King James version.

On 
August 4, 1(*74, he commenced truck- 
ing on a fnrm which lie purchased 
from William Cooper, in Fails town- 
ship, but he subsequently turned his 
attention to growing needs, and ordi- 
nary farm crops and finally engaged 
in stock raising, his farm ill Falls 
township being one of the most noted 
in the State. On March 4, 1008, he 
sold liis personal pio|terty at public 
sale ami ret i red from business, his 
son-in-law taking charge of his ex- 
tensive stock farm. 


Mr. Fabian was one of the most 


widely known men in the county and 
took an active interest in public af- 
fairs. 
He was one of the mcst. inllu-. 


ential 
leaders 
in the 
Democratic 


party. Jn 1S78 he was elected school 
dircctoi in Falls township, overcom- 
ing a large Republican majority. 
He 


was nominated for the Assembly by 
the Democratic County Convention in 
1890. 
His popularity was especially 


attested hi bis home district of Falls, 
when be lan 100 votes ahead of his 
ticket. 


Early in the session of the Legisla- 


ture of 1891 Mr. Fabian was stncken 
with illness, which lasted foi several 
months and he was able to attend 
only a, few of its sessions. He was re- 
nominated lu 18112 and 
re-elected, 


serving during the session of 1893 
with great credit to his county and 
to himself. He made an excellent re- 
cord and one ol which lie was always 
justly proud. Mr. Fabian was several 
times elected as delegate to State con- 
ventions and was held In high esteem 
by the Democraie leaders throughout 
the county. 
He was a bioad-mindetl, intelligent 


man, 
of kindly disposition and al- 


ways ready to grout every possible 
favor to his neighbors. He was a 
member of the Bristol Masonic Lodge. 
He leaves a fainUy of several grown 
children.
